Five Nazis Hanged 


by Army for Death 
of Fellow Prisoner 


Convicted by Court Last 


Year; Rules of Geneva

Ft. Leavenworth, Kan., July 10 


— (AP)—Five German prisoners 
of war, sentenced to death for the 
murder of a fellow prisoner, were 
hanged early this morning at the 
U. S. Disciplinary barracks in a 
move unprecedented in the annals 
of United States military history. 


The prisoners, termed "fanatical 


nazis" by Army authorities, were 
convicted Jan. 25. 194-1. at Camp 
Gruber. Okla.. for the murder of 
Johannes Kunze at the Tonkawa, 
Okla., 
branch 
compound. They 


were the first foreign war prison- 
ers ever to be executed in the 
United States.
